OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


There is tobe an appeal to the 
trustee board by the colored taxpayers 
and parents of the children in our 
public schools, requesting the removal 
of the present supervising principles. 
We cannvt see the reason why that our 
own talent should be ignored and teach- 
ers imported into our city. The people 
are tired of this Dusiness and it is hoped 
that our new school board will look 
after the interests of our home talent. 
There are competent young ladies in 
this city fully capable of teaching, and 
graduates of Howard University, but 
heretofore there has been a prejudice 
to Howard’s graduates for no cause, 
and rather than to appoint the home 
talent from the Howard graduates, 
teachers have been imported into our 
schools. The schools should be reor- 
ganized as soon as procticable. We 
(lon’t believe in immediate changes 
except in our high schools. The high 
echoc! should either be abolished or a 
competent teacher appointed. An im- 
mediate change is necessary. This 
favoritism which has heretofore been 
practiced should not be considered 
when worthy teachers might be pro. 
moted and appointed. Miss Emma 
Merritt ought to succeed Miss Mary

THE NEGRO AND REPUBLI- 
CANISM. 


DENYING THAT THE COLORED VOTE 
IS SWINGING AWAY FROM THE 
PARTY. 


WasnineTton, Aug. 11.— William C. 
Chase, the Editor of the BEE newspa- 
per, of this city, and a colored man of 
standing and influence, assured the 
correspondent of Z'he Times to-day that 
what is known as the independent fac- 
tion among the colored people is insig- 
nificent in strength and shows no 
symptoms of growth. He said he knew 
Mr. Hamilton, formerly of Washing- 
ton, but now of Suvath Carolina, whose 
letter appeared in The Times of Aug. 
7, and could say he was not known 
among colo:ed people and had no fol- 
lowing. As to the abstract question, 
he might admit that it was not wise to 
have large solid bodies of voters in the 
community, whether negroes, German 
or Irish, whose votes could always be 
depended on. . But he did not think it 
safe or wise for the negro vete to split 
at the present time, nor was this View 
held by any considerable portion of the 
race. 

“Who may be called the leaders of 
the independent colored movement?” 
was asked. 

will name them,” replied Mr. 
Chase, “They are the editor of the Sa- 
vannah Echo, in Georgia; Mr. Fortune, 
of the New York Globe ; Peter H. Clark, 
of Ohio, who is supporting Hoadly; 
William Still, of Pennsylvania, and 
George T. Downing, of Rhode Island. 
Dr. Purvis has been classed among 
them, and has acted with them in the 
past, but has recently renounced alle- 
giance to that faction and claims to be 
once more an orthodox Republican, 
On the other hand are massed all the 
great and recognized leaders of the col- 
ored race, such men as Douglass, Bruce, 
Elliott, Lynch, Gibbs, Langston, and 
many others. The colored press is 
almost unanimously against the move- 
ment. There are now 120 newspapers 
in the country edited by negroes. Out 
of all these only two, the New York 
Globe and the Savannah Echo, support 
the independent ide, and the Echo only 
so far as relates to local politics. On 
national! issues that newspaver is re- 
liably Republican. Mr. Fortune, of 
the Globe, is an able writer, but his 
influence is confined to his readers. 


He does not affect public opinion at 
large among our people to any great 
extent. Ithink | know colored sen- 
timent on this subject pretty well,” 
continued Mr. Chase. “1 meet repre- 
sentative colored men here constantly 
and talk with them freely. Register 
Rruce’s house is a kind of centre where 
prominent men meet and discuss ques- 
tions, and I often exchange views with 
them there. And as a result of these 
discussions I can assert confidently 
that the negro has not weakened and 
will not weaken in his allegiance to the 
Republican party and that desertions 
are mainly due to spite or the desire 
and hope of office.” 

Mr. Chase was asked if a kindred 
feeling of antagonism to white Repub- 
lican control was not manifesting it- 
self in sentiments of opposition to 
those in charge of colleges for the high- 
‘er education of the colored race. On 
this question, which has recently been 
very actively agitated among colored 
people in this .city, Mr. Chase said it 
was true considerable feeling existed. 
General Armstrong had aroused a good 
deal of hostility by derogatory remarks 
on the capacity of the colored race for 
advancement, and his removal from a 
place of authority was called for by 
many. The President of Wayland 
Seminary, a Baptist institution for the 
education of colored preachers and 
teachers, had also made himself obnox- 
ious. There had recently been some 
friction also at Howard University, 
owing to acts of President Patton. 
Mr. Chase did not sympathize, how- 
ever, with those who wished for his 
removal, as he believed no colored man 
in the country could be of as much ser- 
vice to that institution as its present 
head. “Dr. Patton,” said Mr. Chase 
“is somewhat prejudiced against the 
negro. He does not believe, for in- 
stance, that we should aspire to be 
represented in the Cabinet. In some 
such matters we differ. Still, Dr. Pat- 
ton, as I have said, is an excellent 
President, and the college prospers 
under him.”

‘islands. Their fur is of the most ex- 
_quisite fineness and richness in hoth 
_eolor and texture. The best skins are 
‘of shining jet black, and their elegance 
of surfgce and of body is not perhaps 
‘surpassed by that of any other fur 


‘known. The majority of the skins 
show a very rich dark brown, those of 

@ poorer quality becoming lighter. It 
somewhat remarkable that this fur 
has never become*fashionable in our 
| cities. Th est and most expensive 
‘Sealskin Sacque ever seen cannot sus- 
tain comparison whatever in elegance 
'with what the same garment would 
_ have been if made from prime skins of 
| the sea otter. And yet this charming 
fur is allowed to go almost exclusively 
| to the Chinese market. 

The skins of scarcely any other fur- 
bearing animal brings so high a price 
individually as do those of the sea 
otter. A cargo of them was brought 
into San Francisco, of which not one 
was worth less than $75, and they 
ranged from that to $120. Those, 
however, were of uncommon excel- 
lence; they usually bring from $40 to 
$70, and it would probably be fair .to 
average them at $50. When the 
Pryhiloy islands were first discovered, 
two sailors alone, named Lukannon 
and Kaiekoy, killed in the first year 
5000 sea otters; the first party which 
reached Cook’s inlet obtained 9000 
skins; the first visit of Russians to the 
gulf of Gahkulat, in 1794, yielded 2000. 


they are now, so that the season’s work 
of those two sailors first mentioned, on 
the island of St. Paul, amounted to no 
less a sum certainly than $250,000. 

Such a wholesale slaughter could not 
continue and the following year they 
got less than 1000. A few years later 
the sea otter abandoned St. Paul's 
island and have not reappeared there 
since. All along the coast a similar 
history is noticeable, and the sea otter 
bids fair to become so nearly extermi- 
nated that they will cease to afford a 
profit to the hunter. Singular as it 
may appear, the otter’s skin is too 
large for him. Take hold of any part 
of his body to lift him and the skin 
comes up loose in the hand as it does 
on the neck ofadog. The consequence 
is that, although the entire length of 
the animal, from the nose to the root 
of the tail, is commonly but little over 
three feet, yet when the skin is remoy- 
ed and stretched in drying it often 
measures five feet, and in some cases 
nearly six.

be the case with the Whole commtinity 
as above named, seemingly without 
official protection ; and, yet, because in 
the excited, dark community where one 
with the calmness of mind corld 
hardly discriminate; the colored must 
He bé niistepresented,; charged, con- 
Victed and punished for the neglect of 
the government to guard against these 
local conveniences for crimes. Your 
representative would recommend the 
Vigilant Committee of one hundred 
of Bast Washington, whose Iusiness 
itis too guard white wonien dgainst 
colored outragers, to use their vigil- 
ance more to secure better lights anda 
full share of the Metropolitan forcejto 
protect them against the outrages of 
disguised white men, who are commit- 
ting these unpardonable sins, while 
the colored are either asleep, reading, 
or off attending to their housh doniess 
tits, or in either case they respect the 
law too much or live above these accu- 


sations. 

The fact that East Wash- 
ington ftitnishes mofe  rtimors 
of elopements than all other 


sections together (all white), ought of 
itself to justify the belief that the 
other crimes Were conimitted by them; 
that they accomplished only by elope- 
ment what they could not accomplish 
by local villainy. These are the stip- 
posed facts in the charges, which 
wottld have long since been accepted 
had they been before resented; be- 
cause they are too evident to be 
otherwise. 

* We found that this was all we need- 
ed, because we find that when we are 
sick, the Providence Hospital, 2d and 
D streets; U. S. Naval Hospital, be- 
tween Pennsylvania avenue and E 
street, and G and 10th streets; when 
we need schools, there are the Lincoln 
on C and Ist, southeast; Lovejoy, Lith 
and D, northeast; when we are moved 
to go to church, we have the Mt. Jez- 
reel, 5th and C; Ebenezeer, 4th and D;

Jezreel and the Enon are all model 
churches in creating reform. 

The~strangest, and certainly the 
grossest perpetration of wrong ever 
I witnessed was the refusal by a young 
colored man on 7th street, between D 
and E streets, named Taylor, to shave 
one of his color, when at the time, in 
his own house, the barber shop being 
in the front room down stairs, and 
about which your correspondent will 
say more in the next issue.

Miss Rosetta Coakley makes a spe- 
cialty of penmanship, reading and 
geography, including map drawing, 
and added to her adaptation as teacher, 
her experience for some years, she has 


fairly eclipsed herself, especially in) 


the last named subject. 


Miss Mamie Nichols has charge of 
the music and drawing, and expresses 
herself as more than pleased with the 
progress they have made in each, 6- 
pecially as both subjects were new to 
them, and as an evidence of her satis- 
faction, will have on exhibition, six- 
teen of the best original designs. 

Every courtesy has been shown the 
ladies by the white people, who declare 
they have never heard of colored peo- 
ple being tanght such methods as these 
ladies expound ; andthe postmaster, 
Mr. Manix, after attending one of the 
sessions, gratutiously gave them the 
use of a box forour mail.

OUR TEACHERS ABROAD — “ 8TATFE 
COLORED TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE.” 


During our stay in Newbern, last 
week, we took occasion to pay the State 
Teacher's Institute, conducted by 
Misses Summerville, Principal; Coak- 
ley, Shadd and Nichols, of Washington, 
D. C., a visit, in order to observe their 
methods of imparting instruction, and 
give the result of our observations to 
our readers for perusal. 

We found all the teachers at their 
posts, each of the three times we visi- 
ted the Institute, and must eonfess 
that we were more than pleased with 
the very simple and lucid manner with 
which they dispose of what would ap- 
pear to be vexed and difficult qnes- 
tions, 

They instruet in geography and his- 
tory, giving facts, dates and geographi- 
cal situation of places almost simulta- 
neously—as the mere mention of the 
place calls to mind its history, And so 
in other branches. The study of 
grammar, arithmetic, composition, and 
so on, is made a pleasure instead of a 
burden by the new methods. Music, 
too, is taught, and with that simplicity 
that every child in the school catche. 
the idea, and looking at the scale, sings 
the musie. 

Each of the teachers is sald to be an 
expert in tlhe branch she teaches, laying 
no special claim to perfection in the 
others. It rejoiced otir hearts to find 
one of the brightest scholars a mere 
boy of 14 summers. He is quite a 
genius iff philosopliy, history and geog- 
raphy. We only fegfet that more 
teachers of the State have not taken 
advantige of the opportunity thus 
afforded. 

The ladies are kind, patietit, enter- 
taining, polite, unassuming and genial 
in their social relations. By their zeal, 
energy and untiring efforts they have 
ingratiated themse'ves into the affec- 
tions arid gaitied the admiration of the 
people of New Bertie, Miss Summer-

These teach- 
ers conducting the Institute have pol- 
ished educations, and are well versed 
in all the modern methods, and are 
doing their work well. We all should 
encourage them in their work by our 
presence, which would prove to be 
pleasant, and instructive to all who 
would do so.

Olive Culture in America, 

The olive has lately acquired for 
Americans a new and practical interest 
from the discovery that it can be easil 
and profitably grown in California. 
Residents of California have been 
accustomed to consider a small bottle 
of “Mission oil” for their salad asa 
treasure ; for it far surpasses in purity 
and sweetness any imported oil. But 
it is only within afew years that 
private owners of land in Southern 
California have seriously considered the 
question whether olive culture could 
be made a paying enterprise. So many 
possibilities cling to the broal lands 
and rich soil of the Golden State that 
it isnot wonderful if some of them 
have been overlooke], And, though 
experiments in olive-growing have 
been male on a small scale with gool 
su.cess during the last twenty years, 
popular interest is only nyw beginning 
to be awakened. In the. first place 
there was the drawback, peculiarly 
great to the American temperament, 
of the slowness of growth, and irregu- 
lar productiveness of the olive in Eu- 
rope. The old Tuscan saying is, “Plant 
& vineyard for yourself, an orange 
grove for your children, and an olive 
orchard for your grandchildren.” 
As a people, we are not fond 
of looking far into the future; 
and besides, judging from ourselves, we 
are not atall sure that our grand. 
children will wish to live where we 
do. But the oliveis good enough to 
adapt itself to the rapitity of American 
demands. It matures much cariier 
than in Europe, and bears oftener and 
more plentifully. The system of pro- 
pagation from cutt ngs, as far as can 
be judged at present, gives, in our rich 
soil, robust trees; and there is no need 
to employ the slow process of raising 
them from the seed. Five years is 
surely not long to wait for a crop; and 
after that time, according to the 
best. California authorities, the 
trees will yield a full and in 
many cases an annual harvest. 
At a late meeting of the State horti- 
cultural society in San Francisco it 
was stated that one olive farm yielded 
$2,200 to the acre. These trees bore 
every year, and were situated on 
“adobe” hillsides, the bottow: lands 
being found, as in Italy, less favorable 
to the fruit. The variety was the 
* Mission olive,” which has not been 
identified with any of the varieties 
now cultivated in Europe. The olive 
was introduced into South America in 
1°69, by Antonio Ribera; but the 
California trees sprang from seeds sent 
from San Blas in Mexico by Don 
Joseph de Galvez with his expedition 
to rediscover the port of Monterey.— 
Century.
